For many, it seemed somehow misnamed — since it harbored more in the way of 
authentic antiques than in the cast-off goods of an affluent spciety. And it harbored, 
too, in its owner — Louis Lewis — a master carpenter who often worked there at the 
careful restoration of things old and wooden. 


For those who browsed through The Junke Shoppe over 
the years, the opportunity was offered to roll back the- 
decades to a more leisurely and rural time.

Perhaps he came from a splendid church in old Mexico 
— or from a magnificent palace in Spain. Whatever his 
origin — and despite his weathered wood and peeling 
paint — he intrigued and fascinated . . . as did almost 
everything housed in The Junke Shoppe.
